Eugene O’Neill 
Wins Nobel Prize 


Receive* Award foe 1935 and 1936 in 
Literature; American Physi­ 
cist Honored. 


Stockholm. Sweden, Nov. 13 (AP). 
—Eugene O’Neill, the American dra­ 
matist, was awarded the Nobel prize 
in literature Thursday. 
Prof. Carl David Anderson, of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
shared the price for physics with 
Prof. V. O. Hess, of Innsbruck uni­ 
versity, Austria. 
Prof. Peter Debye, of the Kaiser 


Wilhelm Institute for Physics in Ber­ 
lin. was granted the chemistry prize 
for his studies of the structure of 
the molecule. 
Second American Winner 
O’Neill became the second Ameri­ 
can to win the literature prize. Sin­ 
clair Lewis, novelist, received it in 
1930. 
Professor Anderson and Professor 
Hess will be given $20,000 each. 
The Nobel foundation’s managing 
board of directors, as is customary, 
did not cite any specific w’ork by the 
winner of the literature prize. 
O’Neill will be given the prizes for 
1935 and 1936, totaling about $45,000, 
as no awald was made last year in 
literature.

"The effective personality,” says this author, “m ust be prim arily a 
producer, producing more than it consumes.” He speaks of th e m any de- i 
vices created “to produce happiness w ithout pain,” and he gives his rem ­ 
edies for those ‘‘suffering the inevitable consequence of a lifetim e neglect 
of many of the basic values of life.” 
He writes out of long and wide experience, through consultations w ith 
thousands of people, most of whom he has helped to “a more abundant 
life.” 
Here is a book th a t should be in every library in the land, a book th a t 
should be read by every discouraged person, and by every person groping 
for light and happiness. 
I am deeply indebted to my friend for having 
suggested it to me.

Called Myth by Scientist 


Dr. Benedict Says 80-Year-Old Beast Has Run Life-Cycle 
Finds Animal Virtually Breathes Equiva­ 
lent 
to Fire-Damp. 


New York, Nov. 13 (AP)—The ele- i 
pliant veritably breathes fire-damp, 
a coal-mine gas, likes to gobble 
hay in great quantities but doesn’t 
digest it very well, a scientist re­ 
ported Thursday night. 
The presence of the breathed-out 
coal-mine gas was described to the 
New York academy of medicine by 
Dr. Francis G. Benedict, director of 
the nutrition laboratory of the Car­ 
negie Institution of Washington at 
Boston. 
Furthermore, 
Doctor 
Benedict 
said, it’s not true 
that 
elephants 
live to extreme old ages and they 
don’t do 
their love-making on 
schedule. 
Doctor Benedict 
presented 
the 
elephant as an interesting labora­ 
tory for medical men. 
His topic 
was "the physiological chase of the 
circus elephant.” 
M ethane in Breath 
There is one part of methane in 
an elephant’s breath, he said, for 
every one hundred parts of the 
common breathing exhaust gas, car­ 
bon dioxide 
He attributed the for- 


s m a l l e r , slow-maturing

less than the average* elephant. The 
animal drinks about fifty gallons of 
water a day. 
He takes into his 
trunk about a gallon and a half at 
a time. 
HO Years ( ailed Old Age 
“The extreme* ages 
attributed to 
elephants are not t r u e Dr. Bene­ 
dict said. “The elephant has about 
the length of life of a man, An ele­ 
phant 80 years old is an old animal. 
The average age of the circus ele­ 
phant is about 33 years ’ 
The sex life of elephants appears 
to be very irregular. 
The mating 
instinct is “not 
pronounced 
with 
most females” but 
is "more pro­ 
nounced in males,” said Dr Bene­ 
dict. 
Standing up. an elephant breathes 
ten times a minute, lying quietly,

MADRID TROOPS 
RETAKE GETAFE 
IN FLANK MOVE 


Town 8 Miles South 
Of C apital Recap­ 
tured in Rrief 
Skirmish. 


Madrid. Nov. 13 (A P'.—Three fas­ 
cist bombers and six pursuit planes 
sprayed 
m achine-gun 
bullets 
on 
government lines from the Toledo 
bridge to University City at dusk 
after the government announced re ­ 
capture of Getafe, eight miles to the 
south. 
In the first insurgent air raid on 
Madrid in two days. Franco’s planes 
suddenly darted through low cloud 
banks, power dived, and raked the 
el. ire stretch of governm ent bar­ 
ricades. trenches and artillery b at­ 
teries a ith a hail of lead. 
Twelve government scout planes 
took the air against the attackers, 
and officials said they shot down 
two of the insurgent bombers. 
Town Easily Retaken 
The fascist warplanes fled in a 
northerly direction. 
The city was 
entirely ignorant of the raid be­ 
cause the great m oaning sirens were 
not sounded. 
Getafe was occupied by only a 
handful of fascist troops, the war 
ministry said, and was easily cap­ 
tured after a brief skirm ish in a 
flanking attack. 
A quantity of arm s and am m uni­ 
tion was seized, it was said. 
Insurgent shells were aimed at 
government batteries in Madrid, but 
several ripped into th e heart of the 
city. 
Shells Crash Through Houses 
An unestim ated num ber of per­ 
sons was injured when several shells 
crashed through house tops. 
Decimated militia held their lines 
around Madrid on the seventh day 
of the bloody battle for possession 
of the capital. 
The optimism of M adrid officials 
mounted hourly as 
their fighting 
men hurled back each successive a t­ 
tack by their foes seeking to enter 
Madrid by crossing the M anzanares 
river. 
A foreign legion of some 
1.000 
anti-fascist volunteers fought side 
by side with the regulars, and the 
government expected 1,000 C atalan 
reinforcements 
would 
reach 
the 
capital shortly to join the 4.000 of 
their comrades who m arched into 
Madrid the day before. 
Can Last Weeks, Junta Declares 
The government forces increased 
pressure on the insurgent forces 
around strategic Aranjuez, southeast 
of the capital, in efforts to break 
the enemy communication lines to 
the front. 
“M adrid will continue to be im ­ 
pregnable although the siege last 
seven 
more 
days, 
or weeks, 
or 
months,” the defense 
ju n ta a n ­ 
nounced. 
Further measures were adopted to 
halt the street sniping at night be­ 
tween fascist sym pathizers and the 
government militia. 
All women, children and aged or 
disabled prsons who w’ish to leave 
Madrid would be given evacuation 
facilities, the M adrid defense coun­ 
cil 
announced. 
They 
would 
be 
transported to the Levante region in 
eastern Spain, the council said.
